IN response to warnings from the 
Federal Reserve, banks withdrew on 
Friday $25,000,000 of call loans.

WHEN loans were called, the rate 
moved from 6 to 9 per cent.

His father, 
Yee Tom, who for several years was 
associated w ith his brother, Yee John, 
in the laundry business here, is an 
American citizen, having been born 
iii San Francisco. 
Pon's grandfather 
was also born in the United States. 
Learned English Here. 
Pon and his father located in E ast 
Liverpool where the lad w as to be 
educated in the public schools. 
Un­ 
able to speak a word of English, Pon 
entered the first grade at the Central 
school, Fourth street, taught by Miss 
Eva Shaw, in September, 1920. 
He recalls that he was much larger 
than other children In the room and 
for several weeks he was forced to 
sit and listen as they recited. 
Soon, 
he began to pick up the English lan­ 
guage and a t the end of the school 
term he was sufficiently advanced In 
his studies 
to be promoted to the 
third grade Instead of the seconJ. At 
the end of th e next term he was sent 
to the fifth grade and in five years 
he had completed 
a course which 
usually requires eight years.

WINLANDS LAND 
THREE CONTRACTS 


By GUGLIELMO EMANUEL. 
ROME, Feb. ll.—The treaty of con­ 
ciliation settling the 50-year-old con­ 
flict between the Catholic church and 
the Italian state wus signed at noon 
today in the Lateran palace. 
Only a handful of men—officials of 
tho church nnd the state—witnessed 
this historic event as the long stand 
fug dispute was sealed in amity and 
friendship. 
Cardinal Gasparri, papal secretary 
of state and the representative of Pope 
Pius 
XI, signed 
in 
behalf of 
the 
church: Prem ier Mussolini, who, also 
holds tho post 
of 
foreign minister 
among his other portfolios in the Ital­ 
ian government, signed as deputy for 
King Victor Emanuel. 
Pope Reduces Sum Due. 
Mussolini was accompanied by Min­ 
ister of Justice Rocco. 
T he scene of the brief ceremony was 
the council hall of Lateran palace, a 
vast chamber 113 feet long and 56 feet 
wide. The document was placed upon 
an enormous old table upon which the 
peace term s of I STO w ere signed. 
The stipulated “indem nity” to the 
Vatican consists of 750,000,000 lire in 
cash, plus 1,000.000,000 lire In govern­ 
m ent bonds. 
This whole amount, it 
is said. represents only one-third of 
the money owing by the Italian:state 
to the Vatican.

The “indem nity” represents money 
in the form of annuities voted to the 
Vatican by the Italian parliam ent in 
1871. 
It was never collected. 
Acknowledges Pope's Sovereignty. 
O sservatore Romano, 
the official 
organ of the Vatican, in commenting 
upin the terms 
of 
the settlement, 
say s: 
“Italy’s full acknowledgment of the 
pope’s sovore'gnty gives the Vatican 
a moral and Judicial strength that 
no territorial magnitude would equal.” 
The signing was recorded by mov­ 
ing picture cameras. 
Cardinal 
Gasparri 
and 
Prem ier 
Mussolini left the hall separately at 
12:40 o’clock. 
A great crowd had gathered in the 
square outside the palace. 
The peo­ 
ple gave a loud cheer when tho sem i­ 
narian read aloud tho Vatican offi­ 
cial communique announcing the set­ 
tlement. 
The first new papal flag was hoist­ 
ed over the Catholic club, near the 
Vatican, In celebration of the historic 
occasion.

Edison* 82 Today* Predicts 
Prosperity Under Hoover 


Inventor, However, Sees 
Danger in Stock 
Speculation.

MYERS, 
Fla., 
Feb. ll.— 
Thomas A. Edison, the world’s great­ 
est Inventor, In an Interview today 
on the occasion of hla eighty-second 
birthday, predicted th a t greater na­ 
tional prosperity 
will come during 
President-elect Hoover’s 
adm inistra­ 
tion, but seounded a w arning th at 
there la a danger of “loss of confi­ 
dence and ultim ate panic in the in* 
creasing orgy of stock speculation. 


Edison also said that the United 
States should build a navy on a parity 
with Great Britain and announced that 
he haa found more than 1,200 plants 
that may prove capable of producing 
rubber. 
Edison is experimenting at 
his laboratory to find a way to grow 
a huge domestic rubber crop that 
would help America in la national 
emergency. 
President-elect H erbert Hoover a r­ 
rived at the Edison pier on his yacht, 
the Saunterer, shortly after the inter­ 
view was granted. 
He was warmly 
welcomed by Mr. Edison who exclaim­ 
ed, on his extending his hand: 
“Hello, fisherm an.” 
Mr. Hoover smiled broadly.

Buckley faces a maximum term of 
imprisonment of 28 years, and a max­ 
imum fine of approximately $25,000.

Commenting a day or two ago on the vote received 
by each of tho candidates for president a t November 
election, attention was called to the exceeding smallness 


of the total of tho votes received by the minority can­ 
didates compared with tho total of all the votes cast, 


something like 500,000 out of 37,000,000. 
Th® opinion 


was expressed that thoro was little chanco that thla 
country might become another Russia so long as the 


ratio conservatives to radicals was so overwhelmingly 
great. 


As a matter of fact, th© gap is not decreasing. 
It 
Is widening. 
Tho minority party voto was smaller last 
year than It has been at any presidential election since 


1000. , Take the Socialist voto by way of illustration. 
It can hardly be held that Norman Thomas was a weak 
candidate from a Socialistic standpoint. 
Intellectually, 
he was easily the hest candidate the Socialist party ever 


ran, and tliero can be no question of his commitment 
to tho party cause. 
Yet we find him receiving the 


smallest vote given a candidate of his party In twenty- 
four years. 


Tho trouble with the Socialist theory is that It will 
not work here In the United States. 
The worker here 
in America Is not class conscious, as he 1s In Europe. 


Over there the worker never visions himself out of his 
class. 
Ile recognizes himself as a follower of this trade 


or that, as a member of this guild or that, and never 
thinks of himself as anything else. 
Over here tho 


worker does not recognize any class distinctions. 
He 
doesn’t look at himself as he is today, but sees himself 
as he may be ten, twenty or thirty yeurs hence. 
Ile 
knows, from the experience of others, that tho door of 
opportunity is open wide to him and th at there is no 
insurmountable bar to his advancement, lf he has the 
ability to advance. Hence It Is that the Socialistic theory 
doesn’t strongly appeal to him. 
And the reds suffer a similar handicap. 
The red 
Idea Is to dodge work and live off the labor of others. 
Too lazy to work, they seek to grasp the fruits of the 
labors of thoso who do. 
The lack of appeal of the red 
doctrine here Is that there are in this country too many 
homc-owners, too many holders of stocks and bonds, too 
many with savings and checking accounts, too mauy 
financially 
Interested 
in 
industry and business, too 
many carrying Insurance and too many anxious to ad­ 
vance beyond their fellow men. 
All of these combine 
to form a mighty wall against tho advance of commun­ 
ism and anarchy. They are not ready to surrender what 
they have, but they are at all times ready to protect 
their accumulations. 
And this Is wily socialism and 
communism are steadily losing out in the United States.

Although the term beacon is used, the; radlo- 
beacon is In no sense a light. 
Rather it la a signal, 
transmitted by radio. 
For centuries there have been lighthouses, the tlrsit 
fnmous one having been the Pharos at the liarljor of 
Alexandria in Egypt. 
But their beams were useful only 
tinder favorable weather conditions. 
A fog would ob­ 
scure them to such an extent that a ship might plunge 
on the rocks almost at the foot of the lighthouse. 
Later 
fog horns were Invented and bells employed. 
But here 
again weather conditions limited their uselillness. 
Not 
yet has science satisfactorily solved some of the riddles 
connected with the transmission of sound from there 
warning agents. 
It Is certain that the sound continues to travel or other­ 
wise it would not bo again heard beyond the blank 
space. 
But what becomes of It In the meantime? 
It 
cortin!y does not cease. 
There Is a theory that because 
of some unanalyzed atmospheric condition It rises to a 
great height, perhaps many thousands of feet, and then. 
duo to some new pressure, descends again to the level 
of tit© water. 
Another theory Is that tho sound dives 
under the water and travels along 'he bottom of the 
sea for a mile or so and then emerges into the air. 
It 
la a well established physical fact that water is a better 
conductor of sound than air. 
The radiobeacon does away with this uncertainty. 
The signals sent out penetrate wind and fog and are 
practically the same under all weather conditions. 
The 
radioheacon consists of a radio transmitter. 
Most of 
tim 55 now in use aru operated only In foggy weather 
but a few operate continuously. 
No labor Is required. 
The keeper of the light merely turns on tho Instrument 
and it automatically sends out its signal until turned 
off again. 
Of course batteries have to be replaced from 
time to time. 
Each lighthouse or lightship equipped 
with a radiobeacon has its separate, distinctive code sig­ 
nal. This Is steadily repeated over and over again.

They proved successful 
and were extended to the very foggy waters off the 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island coasts where ship traf­ 
fic Is especially heavy.

Michigan; Grnys Harbor, Washington; Wrangell Nar­ 
rows, Alaska; Sandusky Harbor, I-aka Erie; Southwest 
Pass, La; and in Samoa in the mid-Paciflc. 
Tile bureau of lighthouses, for the first time In his­ 
tory, has extended Its activities Inland. When President­ 
elect Hoover was secretary of commerce he was much 
Interested In the development of aviation.

department, he had that agency extend Its Illuminating 
work to the airways, In ald of navigation of the air by 
night.

Elisha, fell when afflicted by it when 
he ran after N aam an and had him 
give him sumo money and clothing 
ostensibly for the prophet, rousing him 
ultimately to be afflicted with the 
dread disease from which the Syrian 
leader had ju st been cured. 
"It was covetousness th at moved An­ 
anias and Sapphira, during the days 
of the early church, to hold back some 
of tho money in a sale of land which 
proved their end. 
And covetousness 
moved Judas to betray Christ. 
"Kidnaping, m urder, 
divorce, rob­ 
bery, gambling, bad investments and 
other crimes of the present day have 
their inception largely In a covetous 
sta te of mind. 
“Covetousness has become a cancer 
on the whole fabric of society. 
It Is 
a 
sin 
particularly prevalent in the 
church; none is condemned more in 
the scriptures. 
"It is not a sin to be rich. 
And the 
poor are often more covetous than the 
wealthy. 
It can be eradicated only by 
individuals getting rig h t w ith God so 
that the finger of scorn cannot be 
pointed at them by the world.” 
Tho other side of covetousness will 
bo discussed next Sunday bv the Rev. 
Mr. Davis when 
he 
speaks on the 
theme, “The Stew ards of Wealth."

NEW YORK, Feb. ll.—Percy Wil­ 
liams, of Canada, the current world's 
"fastest hum an;” Frank Wykoff, the 
California schoolboy who cake walked 
through our Olympic trials; 
Claude 
Bracey, Cie Texan, and George Simp­ 
son, W estern Conference champion, 
may line up on the same mark at the 
same meet, 
it was learned today, 
when the annual Ohio State relays 
are held this spring. 
In other words. 
we had our various batties of the cen­ 
tury in the ring; now, we may have 
our dash of the decade on the track. 
The men they propose to involve in 
the transaction 
muster the fastest 
quartet of shanks known to man or, 
at least they will suffice in this re­ 
spect until such time as legs become 
wings. 
Williams beat everybody ex­ 
cept the starter when he won both 
sprints at the Olympic games and, on 
Saturday night, he certified these per­ 
formances by winning two races at 50 
and 60 yards In the smartest kind of 
company on a strange indoor track. 
Ho looked the part of a man who 
could win—and does—regardless of 
conditions. 
Simpson 'VHI Be There. 
He had a talk with a representative 
of Ohio State 
before the Millrose 
games and, while he didn’t commit 
himself definitely on the proposal in 
question, he indicated that it appealed 
to him. 
Simpson, being an Ohio State under­ 
graduate, has accepted the invitation 
of his home games. 
So has Bracey, 
who twice beat Simpson in clinking 
time at the national collegiate games 
and later 
made 
the Olympic team. 
Simpson, however, broke down while 
leading 
his 
heat 
in the Olympic 
trials. 
It is my understanding that 
Wykoff, who got into the Olympic 
finals of the IOO metres only to blow 
his great chance, hasn’t 
been ap­ 
proached yet by the Ohio Slate peo­ 
ple. 
The tentative program is to have 
the quartet appear in two races on 
the program at IOO and 220 yards, 
thus deciding the world's champion­ 
ship to the satisfaction of all. 
They 
can't hope to go far with a matter 
like that without the assistance of 
Wykoff, who generally is regarded as 
the leading American sprinter of the 
day, or withotrt Williams. 
Ho is the 
world’s champion now and nobody 
vet has discovered a way of deciding 
a championship without the assist­ 
ance of the champion concerned. 


Wins Despite Handicaps. 
Incidentally, this young man looked 
to be a champion in every move at 
the Millrose games. 
He isn’t an in­ 
door runner but they dropped him in 
with men who specialize in board 
floor sprinting— Bowman, former na­ 
tional and intercollegiate champion; 
Wildermuth, the indoor title holder; 
Jim Daley, 
of Holy Cross; Jimmy 
Quinn, present collegiate champion. 
Ile "took” Bowman and Daley in the 
opening race at 60 yards, afte** stuk 
lug them to the jump. 
Ile didn't have to beat Ed Hamm, 
of Georgia Tech, since the world’s 
champion broad jumper was left on 
tho mark. 
But he had to come from 
behind in a short race to beat the 
others and only a real champion can 
do that. 
Then, in the 
60-yard event, the 
starter caught him off balance. 
And 
he was away last behind Wildermuth, 
Daley and Quinn. 
He beat them a1) 
and, finally, 
gave Frank Hussey a 
sound defeat in the relay in spite of 
his obvious and wholly understand 
able difficulties with the turns. 
To 
me, 
Williams’ 
performances 
made him co-star of the games with 
Ray Conger, whose sensational vic­ 
tory over Paavo Nurmi in the mile 
rocked the rafters. 
Conger Is a great 
runner who figures to become great­ 
er but he didn’t beat the old Nurmi. 
as his time of 4:17 2-5 proved. 
Wil­ 
liams, on the other 
hand, stepped 
away from a field of great runners 
under conditions that were to their 
liking not to his. 
There may be a 
test more conclusive than this but, if 
so, I know it not.
